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Mr. Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the  v/ork  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1969° 

The  estimated  mid  year  population , for  the  District  was  19,320, 
an  increase' of  970  over  the  previous  year.  Lugeley  is  growing  at  a 
rate  of  n  a  thousand  a  year".  The  key  to  such  a  situation  is  either 
employment,  or  accommodation,  end  in  Rugeley !s  case  it  would  appear  to 
be  accommodation.  Ruge?_ey  is  not  a  development  area,  and  with  the 
exception  of  the  new  Generating  Station,  which  is  nearly  completed,  no 
large  new  industries  came  to  the  town  in  1969°  ^-n  the  circumstances, 

Rugeley  has  become  to  some  extent  an  exporter  of  labour.  People  come  to 
Rugeley  to  live,  but  prefer  to  go,  or  have  to  go,  elsewhere  to  work. 

People  come  to  live  in  Rugeley  because  the  cost  of  accommodation 
is  less  than  it  is  elsewhere.  They  continue  to  work  in  industrial  centres 
in  the  midlands,  and  travel  daily  to  reach  their  places  of  employment. 

To  an  increasing  extent  ther^  Rugeley  is  becoming  a  dormitory  area. 

Those  who  do  this  are  mostly  young,  at  an  age  when  families  are 
founded,  and  it  is  no  surprise  therefore  to  find  that  the  birth-rate 
in  Rugeley  is  well  above  the  National  average.  During  the  year  there 
were  563  live  births,  giving  an  actual  live  birth-rate  of  29°1  (National 
average  rate  is  16.3) «  The  comparability  factor,  which  takes  account 
of  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population  reduces  this  rate,  for 
comparative  purposes  only,  to  26.19°  However,  one  manipulates  the  figures, 
the  fact  remains  that  there  are  563  new  Rugeley  children  arrived  in  1969, 
and  v; ill  have  to  be  catered  for  by  the  various  public  services. 

The  trend  of  the  National  still  birth-rate  is  steadily  downwards, 
reflecting  progress  in  maternal  care  and  in  1969  the  National  figure  was 
13  per  thousand  live  and  still  births.  The  Rugeley  figure  was  lower 
still.  It  v/as  only  7°% 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  23  was  above  the  National  figure  of 
18  per  thousand  live  births.  Here  again,  the  National  trend  is  downwards, 
as  improved  methods  of  care  enable  more  and  more  infants  to  survive. 

There  remains,  however,  the  hard  core  of  congenital  abnormalities  so 
severe  as  to  be  incompatible  with  life  and  viral  infections  not  yet 
amenable  to  chemotherapy.  Then  one  must  add  deaths  from  unforseen 
accidents  to  the  total.  Together  these  include  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  causes  of  infant  death,  both  in  Rugeley,  and  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 
They  are  not  yet  within  our  control,  and  fluctuations  in  the  infar.t 
mortality  rate  are  thus  to  be  expected  from  year  to  year. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  l4th  year  in  succession. 
Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  success  in  this  sphere.  The  hazards 
of  maternity  have  not  disappeared  by  some  miracle  of  nature.  They  are 
there  just  as  in  former  times,  but  controlled  now  by  watchful 
supervision,  and  prompt  action  where  necessary. 

There  were  151  deaths  in  the  District  during  the  year,  giving  an 
actual  death-rate  of  7° 8,  which  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  preceeding 
year.  The  i:correction  factor11  applicable  to  Rugeley, on  account  of  the 
youthful  structure  of  the  population,  is  I.63,  and  this  converts  an 
actual  rate  of  7° 8  into  a  comparative  rate  of  12.7%  to  set  against  the 
national  figure  of  11. 9. 
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The  causes  of  death  followed  the  usual  pattern  of  distribution. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels,  coronaries  and  strokes,  were  by  far 
the  most  frequent. 

Cancer  accounted  for  11.9/S  of  all  deaths  in  1969,  as  compared  to  18.7 
in  the  previous  year,  but  this  reduction  can  only  be  regarded  as 
fortuitous . 

Respiratory  infections,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  together  amounted  to 
19.47/6  of  the  total. 

There  were  six  accidental  deaths  (4>j) 

The  great  majority  of  deaths  occurred  at  advanced  ages. 

1969  shw  the  introduction  of  measles  vaccination.  However  the 
number  so  immunised  were  too  small  grea.tly  to  influence  the  incidence 
of  the  disease. 

Although  in  Rugeley  there  were  only  10  notifications  of  measles  in  the 
year  -  a  very  low-  number,  and  to  be  compared  with  an  average  of  135  in 
the  preceding  three  years,  measles  was  prevalent  in  neighbouring 
communities,  and  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Established  immunisation  procedures  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  were  maintained,  as  was  that  against  Poliomyelitis. 
There  \iras  no  case  of  any  of  these  diseases  in  Rugeley  in  1969  - 

Only  three  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  all 
in  the  same  family. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

These  are  very  good  results  in  the  Public  Health  control  of  gastro 
intestinal  infections. 

Three  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  were  notified,  all  in  the  same 
family,  namely,  the  mother  and  two  boys  aged  11  and  7  years. 

Ho  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  Rugeley  during  the 
year.  Three  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  as  cured.  One  case 
was  transferred  into  tie  district,  ^he  number  on  the  tuberculosis  was 
thus  two  less  than  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  and  now  stands  at 
41. 


Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  tniformally  satisfactory 
and  those  on  foods  showed  only  minor  deviations  from  the  required  standards.

SHIMMING  BATHS 


The  Council  have  two  paddling  pools.  Swimming  baths  are  provided 
at  three  of  the  Schools  in  the  area. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  DRY  HOUSE  REFUGE  -  The  whole  of  the  refuse  of  the  district  is 
removed  by  the  Council’s  workmen  in  two  covered  vehicles,  normally 
once  every  week.  The  Council  carry  out  Controlled  Tipping  at  the 
Tip. 

(b)  CONTENTS  OF  PaIL  CLOSETS,  CESSPOOLS  ETC  -  This  is  conveyed  from 
the  premises  in  a  cesspool  emptier.  The  pail  closets  are 
emptied  once  every  week.

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  does  not  have  a  plumbo -solvent 
action.  I  received  complaints  of  blackening  of  aluminium  vessels  on 
new  housing  estates,  but  reports  on  samples  of  water .submitted  to  the 
County  -malyst  proved  that  the  copper  in  the  water  was  less  than  0.45  p.p.m.
